REDUCTION OF 10 CENTS 1S MADE 


Resiients in District West of | 


Emclid Get Benefit of 
Adjustments 


ONE SALARY IS REDUCED 
Counc, Sets Policy of Rigid 
Ecovomy in Effort to Make 
More Reduction 


Rectucing the tax rate 10 cents 
won the $100 valuation, re-arrang- 
ing the funds so as to give some 
relief to the residents recently 
joining Upland from Ontario, re- 
fusing to give any salary in- 
vreases, making one salary re- 
duction and specifying that no 
mouev will be spent in sending 
officials to conventions or meet- 
ings, the city council last night 
set a tax rate of $2.03. This will 
raise the sum of $65,763.74 to be 
vsed in the administration of the 
city government until July 1, 
1932. Other sources of income
